Note of Warning Made Public. 

Today the State department gave out the 
copy of the ngte of warning handed to the 
Chinese Minister last evening.

_ Conger’s Fears Well Founded. 

In view of the fact that the imperial 
troops are now firing upon the legations, and 
in view of the doubt expressed by the im- 
perial government in its edict of Aug. 2 as 
to its power to restore order And secure ab- 
solute safety in Pekin, it is evident that this 
apprehension is well founded, for if your 
government cannot protect our Minister in 
Pekin it will, presumptively, be unable to 
We therefore urge upon the imperial 
government that it shall adopt the course 
suggested in the third clause of the letter of 
the President to his Majesty, the Emperor 
of China, of July 23, 1900, and enter into 
communication with the relief expedition 
so that codperation may be secured bétween 
them for the liberation of the legations, the 
protection of foreigners, and the restora- 
tion of order. Such action on the part of 
the imperial government would be satisfac- 
tory demonstration of its friendliness and 
desire to attain these ends.

It is even believed that 
when the allies approach the Chinese capital 
the authorities will be willing to permit some 
of these forces to enter Pekin under a flag 
of truce, but armed, and escort the Ministers 
out, if they have not been forced to leave al- 


ready. 


Early Solution Is Expected. 
There is an extremely hopeful feeling in 
pdministration circles, and some of the 
members of the Cabinet firmly believe the 
Chinese situation, so far as it relates to the 
safety of the Ministers, will unravel itself 
in the next few days. For this reason the 
administration officials do not contemplate 
protracted military operations in China, but 
with the appearance of the allies at the 
gates of Pekin the Ministers will be turned 
over to their friends, if it is not done be- 

fore the internationals reach Pekin.

He has reported 
to acting Secretary Adee, however, that he 
believed the action of the British in landing 
troops at Shanghai would have a bad effect, 
and probably cause an uprising, because of 
resentment upon the part of the Chinese, 
who do not relish the advent of foreigners 
in their country, especially when the mind 
of the populace is agitated. f 

Mr. Goodnow’s cablegrams also referred 
the military situation, but this portion of it 
would not be divulged for precautionary 
reasons. The ground is taken here that the 
British government has as much right to 
land troops in any part of China for the pur- 
pose of protecting its citizens as this gov- 
ernment. would have if the lives of Ameri- 
cans were in jeopardy. 


Admiral Declares Grave Dangers Con- 
front the United States Soldiers 
Fighting in China. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. b. Admiral Dew- 
ey said today: 

“I regard the situation in China as ex- 
ceedingly grave. The difficulties that our 
soldiers will have to contend against are 
many and various. The conditions that 
exist there are much the same as those in 
the Philippine Islands.” 

When asked whether in his opinion there 
was really a condition of war now existing 
between this country and China he said: 

“I should say most assuredly yes. They 
are killing our people and our soldiers are 
fighting hard for their lives. 

“The navy can be of little service,in this 
Chinese difficulty. Our warships can, how- 
ever, keep together quietly at Hongkong and 
Shanghai. Our naval commanders can do 
just as I did at Manila, when Aguinaldo 
sald he was going to take the city. I sent 
him word that if he did he would not find 
one brick upon another, and that I would 
raze the city to the ground. This I certainly

CHARLES DABOR KILLS 
HIS WIFE AND. TRIES s 
To COMMIT SUICIDE: 


Murder Results from a Quarrel in 


Which the Woman Reproaches Her 
Husband for Intemperance—Wound- 
ed Man Reported Dying. | 


As the result of a family quarrel, Charles 
Dabor, 65 years old, living at 824 Allport 
street, shot and killed his wife yesterday 
morning, and then tried to end his own life 
by shooting himself in the throat. Mrs. 
Dabor was taken to the County Hospital, 
where she died an hour after the shooting. 
Her husband, who was taken to the same 
institution, is in a precarious condition, the 
physicians say, and will not live. Mrs. 
Dabor was shot five times, three of the bul- 
lets taking effect in the right side, while the 
others penetrated the stomach and groin. 

The shooting occurred shortly after noon. 
Mrs. Dabor was shot first as she was kneel- 
ing on the floor, and she staggered towards 
the door leading to the yard. The husband 
fired four more shots. The murderer bent 
over his wife, and, thinking she was dead, 
walked across the room and shot himself. 

Lieutenant Haines of the Canalport Ave- 
nue Police Station arrived in a few min- 
utes, and he and his men entered the room 
where Dabor and his wife were. The man 
was trying to raise himself from the floor, 
still holding the revolver. Physicians, who 
had been sent for, arrived at the house, and 
after making an examination of the wounds 
advised the police to remove the couple to 
the hospital. On thé way Mrs. Dabor re- 
gained consciousness long enough to tell 
the officers the story of the shooting. 

The Dabors had three small children. 
For the last three months the wounded 
man has been out of employment. He has 
been drinking heavily of late, it 16 said, 
and yesterday morning he returned home 
after being out all night. When his wife 
asked him where he had been he became

Donald, and were hauled to the yards at 
Twenty-eighth and Wood streets. How 
many horses died and were taken away by 
their owners is not known. Two hundred 
and seventy-three dead dogs also were 
hauled from the streets by Contractor Mc- 
Donald. 

The dead animals were put on cars at the 


eighteen teams to haul them during the day, 
and last night fifteen teams were kept busy.

Chief Deputy Revenue Collector 
Frank E. Hemstreet, on the issuance of 
revenue stamps, estimates the consumption 
for the last week to average 14,000 barrels 
a day. The deductions as to the number of 
barrels, kegs, and gallons is based on the 
regulation measure of eight kegs, or thirty- 
‘one gallons, to a barrel. 

The records of the revenue office show the 
increase in the consumption of beer has 


higher than 600,000 gallons. On Chicago day 
at the Fair the amount was over 1,000,000 
gallons. Last year the greatest daily con- 
sumption was during the hot spells in Au- 
gust, but the amount never rose as high as 
that of yesterday. 

The estimate for the day is substantially 
correct, said Collector Hemstreet. Dur- 
ing the hot weather when the demand for 
beer is so great brewers take out revenue 
stamps only for the beer to be sold on the 
same day. By midnight all the beer affixed 
with thé revenue stamps is exhausted, and 
the next day a new supply of stamps is 
bought. I expect the daily receipts for rev- 
enue on beer during August to be 815,000.

JOKER 8 STABBED TWICE 


MAKES BELIEVE TOSTEAL WATCH 
AND SLEEPER AWAKES. 
Albert Drake Attempts ion Give Two 
Es Young Women Some Early Morning 

Diversion on Elevated Station by 


Imitating a Robber, But Intended 


Victim Is Roused from Sleep and 
Takes the Affair Seriously—Wounds 
the Pretended Thief—Both Arrested.

Pleasantry on the part of one young man, 


‘Intended as a practical joke, almost cost 


the lives of the principals and no end of ex- 
citement at the West Madison street station 
of the Metropolitan Elevated railway at 4 
o'clock yesterday morning. 
‘Albert Drake, a cornicemaker of 20 Arbor 
place, was one of the principals and the 
instigator of the joke. Arthur F. Stanton 
of 1196 Diversey boulevard, a bookkeeper, 
is the other. Drake, in company with two 
young women, left an east-bound train at 
Madison street and saw Stanton reclining on 
a bench on the high platform above Madi- 
son street. 

„See,“ said Drake to the young women, 
“that fellow is asleep. I'll rob him of his 
watch. Watch the fun when he wakes up.“ 


Joker Gets into Trouble. 

Drake proceeded along the lines he laid 
down, and Stanton awoke before the watch 
was taken out of his vest. Without waiting 
for an explanation, and believing he was 
beset by robbers, Stanton drew a knife and, 
calling for the police, started after Drake in 
a warlike manner. The women shrieked 
as they saw the two men grapple and Stan- 
ton’s knife hand making vicious passes at 
Drake. Twice Stanton succeeded in inflict- 
ing two small wounds with the knife before 
Drake made a successful clinch and secured 
both of Stanton’s hands. 

Then Stanton backed his antagonist across 
the platform and against the west rail in a 
vain endeavor to throw him over to certain 
death. 

By this time Drake was calling loudly for 
the police or for help from any one. The 
ticket taker heard the commotion, and sent 
in a call for a patrol wagon. 55 
: Both Are Locked Up. 

When the police arrived the two men were 
still struggling for the mastery, and Stan- 
ton, who still believed Drake a genuine rob- 
ber, was incensed because the police refused 
» permit him to throw Drake over the rail-

After separating the belligerent pair, 
Drake was cared for at the County Hospital 
and both were then locked up at the Des- 
plaines Street Station. 

Explanations were attempted In the police 
court yesterday morning. The charge of 
larceny was dismissed as to Drake and he 
was placed under bond to keep the peace. 
Stanton was held to answer in the sum of 
$500. The next trial of the case will be held 
on Wednesday, July 15. .

An unusual looking set of men to be want- 
ing dancing lessons at this time of the morn- 
ing.“ said the professor, but he put on his 
clothes and went down. The 200 men said 
they were applicants for 35 positions in The 
American Cotillon Factory,’’ which had been 
declared vacant by the following advertise- 
ment: 


WANTED—35 

$1.50 a day. 
Halsted-st. | 

Professor Huntinghouse explained that he 
conducted a dancing academy, not a cotillon 
factory, and that while he would be pleased 
to take them all for dancing lessons at $2 
an hour he could not employ them as assist- 
ants. The applicants thought he had per- 
petrated a hoax upon them and grew riot-

The Hull House reports intense suffering | 


from heat throughout the thickly populated 
districts of the West Bide. Constant calls are 
made on all free dispensaries. Miss Kellogg 
of Hull House said most of the babies of the 
slums were alling. She said that a few in- 
stances of terrible squalor had been foundin 
back tenements where no ventilation was 
possible. The sidewalks of the crowded dis- 
tricts are covered with sleeping families, 
driven from their homes by the heat. 
A great deal of indignation has been 
aroused in Evanston on account of the treat- 
ment accorded Susie Karratin, 631 Holt ave- 
nue, who was sunstruck while picking cu- 
cumbers on the farm belonging to the Bud- 
long Pickle company, four miles west of 
Evanston, yesterday afternoon. The girl, 
it is said, was placed in a box car and al- 
lowed to remain there without medical at- 
tention for three hours. An ambulance 
was finally sent for and the girl taken in an 
unconscious condition to the Evanston hos- 
pital, where Dr. Clayton, the attending phy- 
sician, pronounced her condition extremely 
critical. It is said by those at the pickle 
farm that the bax car was the only place 
that Miss Karratin could be taken, and 


that word was sent to the hospital as soon 


as possible. 
Many Animals Perish. 

The suffering of horses from the intense 
heat, as shown in the number of the ani- 
mals that died while in their harnesses, was 
the greatest of the year. Up to sundown 
119 dead horses were picked from the streets 
by City Dead Animal Contractor Henry Mc- 
Donald, and were hauled to the yards at 
Twenty-eighth and Wood streets. How 
many horses died and were taken away by 
their owners is not known. Two hundred 
and seventy-three dead dogs also were 
hauled from the streets by Contractor Mc- 
Donald. 

The dead animals were put on cars at the 
yards and shipped to the Willow Springs 
rendering works. Contractor McDonald had 
eighteen teams to haul them during the day, 
and last night fifteen teams were kept busy. 
The teams were distributed in various parts 
of the city and were directed by telephone 
from McDonald's office, 3234 Wentworth 
avenue. 

The two ambulances of the Humane so- 
clety were kept busy carrying horses which 
had been disabled by the heat. The disa- 
bled animals were carried to veterinarian 
hospitals for treatment. | 

Lake Traffic Increased. 

The hot weather has had its usual effect 
in increasing the lake traffic. The regular 
lines yesterday carried crowds equal to the 
usual Sunday traffic. The Christopher Co- 
lumbus brought 2,400 passengers from Mil- 
waukee last night, and the City of Chicago 
brought 1,800 from St. Joseph. 


The lake business during the hot spell has 


been greater than at any time since the

Beer for Chicagoans. 


Chicago consumed more beer during the 


day than any other ordinary day in its his- 
tory. Based on the revenue stamps issued, 
the estimate of amount consumed is 465,000 
gallons. Revenue stamps were issued for 
15,000 barrels, or 120,000 kegs. At the re- 
tail market price of $10 a barrel, the beer 
was worth $150,000. Added to this amount 
the revenue of $2 a barrel, or $30,000, the 
one day's consumption of beer cost Chica- 
goans $180,000. | | 


Reduced to quarts, the amount of beer 


consumed was 1,860,000. According to the 
United States census enumeration published 


in THE TRIBUNE in the morning, the popu- 


lation of Chicago is given at 1,697,000. 
Therefore if the beer consumed in the day 


was divided equally each person would get 


a quart and there would be 163,000 quarts 
left for visitors. 

The amount of beer consumed is but a 
slight increase over the daily average of the 
last six days. Brewers claim the hot wea- 
ther has increased their business over 25 
per cent. Chief Deputy Revenue Collector 
Frank E. Hemstreet, on the issuance of 
revenue stamps, estimates the consumption 
for the last week to average 14,000 barrels 


a day. The deductions as to the number of 


barrels, kegs, and gallons is based on the 


regulation measure of eight kegs, or thirty- 


‘one gallons, to a barrel. 


The records of the revenue office show the 


increase in the consumption of beer has 
grown steadily with the continuation of the 
hot weather. Last Monday revenue stamps 
were issued for 14,621 barrels of beer, on 
Tueday for 14,637. On Wednesday for

On holidays and at times when Chicago 
was crowded with visitors the amount of 
beer ‘consumed for one day has been greater

ing the hot weather when the demand for 
beer is so great brewers take out revenue 


stamps only for the beer to be sold on the 
same day. By midnight a the beer affixed 


with the revenue stamps h exhausted, and 


the next day a new supply of stamps is 
bought. I expect the daily receipts for rev- 
enue on beer during August to be 815,000. 


Consumption of Milk. 


As against the 465,000 gallons of beer 


consumed dairymen estimated that only 128,- 
000 gallons of milk were bought during the 
day. There were 16,000 cans of eight gal- 
lons each shipped into the city for the day. 
According to dairymen the supply was near- 
ly 3,000 cans short, the demand being due to 
the hot weather. However, it was said that 
rf material suffering resulted over the de- 
ficiency. Everybody was allowed their 


regular supply and persons who asked for 


additional measures in most cases were re- 


fused. It was said that no buttermilk was 
being shipped to Chicago, but this the dairy- 


men denied.

** Exeessive use of ice cold drinks retards 
perspiration and induces nausea. Cool 
drinks taken moderately and slowly are 
beneficial. Whether the drink is ice water, 
beer, or, lemonade, it should be sipped and 
at least five minutes should be spent in 
drinking a glass. More heat prostrations 
result from excessive indulgence in ice cold 
drinks than from any other cause. When 
walking in the sun people should wear a 
mat of damp paper in their hats and the 
spinal column should be protected from the 
heat by a cloth.“ 


Weather Causes Ice War. 


The increase in the sale of ice during the 
day was marked by the efforts of independ- 
ent ice concerns to fight the Knickerbocker 
ice combination. Eight of the independ- 
ent ice companies adhered to their intention 
of keeping the price of ice to family con- 
sumers down to 25 cents a hundred pounds. 
The Knickerbocker concern recently ad- 
vanced the price to 30 cents. As near as 
could be estimated 5,000 tons of ice were sold 
from delivery wagons to family consumers. 

The plan of the Salvation Army to sell ice 
to poor people at five cents a block was 
given a practical test. Each of the Salva-

FATALITI ES IN MANY 


Extreme Heat Is General, Scores Being 
Prostrated by the Fierce Rays 
2 of the Sun. 


Extreme heat continues throughout the 
central and Eastern States, and the list of 
victims is growing larger with each hour. 
Philadelphia reports three deaths and twenty 
prostrations yesterday; Pittsburg, two 
‘deaths and seven prostrations; and Easton, 
Pa., dispatches tell of one man killed by the 
heat. Thermometers in Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg registered above 94°. New York, 
although the temperature reached 95°, had 
only one fatal sunstroke yesterday. All 
through Wisconsin the hot weather pre- 
vails, Milwaukee reporting two deaths. At 
Dubuque, Ia., there was one fatal prostra- 


tion. . 

SUBCONTRACTOR KULL 
‘DRAWS $800 TO PAY 
MEN AND DISAPPEARS. 


Police Asked to Investigate Disappear- 
ance of Man Who Obtains Money to 
Pay His Employes and Then Drops 
Out of Sight. 


Fred Kull, a subcontractor living at 640 

West One Hundred and Seventeenth street, 
is missing, and with him has gone $800 which 
he had drawn from the Illinois Improvement 
and Ballast comparry, Eighty-eighth street 
and Mackinaw avenue, to pay laborers that 
were employed by him. Some time ago Kull 
accepted a contract from the improvement 
company to improve One Hundred and Elev- 
enth street in Kensington. Wednesday morn- 
ing Kull went to the improvement and ballast 
company and drew $800 with which he said 
he intended to pay his men. The teamsters 
had been told that the money he owed them 
would be forthcoming that day, and when 
afternoon arrived and the subcontractor did 
not put in an appearance they became wor- 
ried and a search was started. When it was 
learned that he had drawn the money and 
‘had not been seen since, his friends began to 
fear he had met with foul play. The police 
are investigating the disappearance at the 
request of Kull’s wife. 


POLICEMAN COUGHLIN is SHOT. 


Horace Jackson, Janitor of a Flat Build- 
ing, Wounds Patrolman While As- 
sisting in Making an Arrest.

INSPECTOR ON THE STAND 


‘HUNT MAKES ADMISSIONS IN 
“BLIND PIG” INQUIRY. 


Says He Has Sanctioned Applications 
for Liquor Licenses Submitted by 
Well-Kuown Violators of the Pro- 
hibition Law “to Give Them a 
Chance to Make a Living for Their 
Families” — Lieut. Claney Fails to 
Find Illicit Dealers. 


In the heat of the Council Chamber yester- 
day the police officers of Hyde Park defined 
the limitations of their work against blind 
pigs. Inspector Nicholas Hunt, under sharp 
cross examination by Attorney Edwin Bur- 
ritt Smith, admitted that he had sanctioned 
the applications for licenses made by well- 
known breakers of the prohibition laws in 
Hyde Park. Commissioner Ela forced Lieu- 
tenant Clancy to admit that he had given 
up his attempts to catch the offenders and 
that the Hyde Park Protective association 
had succeeded where he had failed, 


commissioners held that there need be no 
evidence presented to prove the general com- 
petency of Inspector Hunt and his officers and 
that the testimony should be restricted to 
specific cases as charged. 

Chief Kipley was brought to the stand 
and made to say that Lieutenant Gallagher 
had arrested dealers in beer after Clancy had 
declared the places closed. The Lieutenant 
then was goaded into saying he knew blind 

» pigs were running on the ly and that 
e believed them to be open now, but that 
he could not catch them. 

He was asked if he had tried the stratagem 
of securing an introduction to the dealers 
by a man known to them. He replied that 
he had once and had been successful in ob- 
taining arrest and conviction. He was asked 
why he had not repeated the experiment and 
he made no answer. 


Admissions by Hunt. 


The only admissions that could be secured 
from Inspector Hunt were those relating to 
his sanctioning of applications for malt liquor 
licenses. Attorney Smith worked his way 
carefully up to these statements by getting 
the Inspector to state that Greenwald, Lipp- 
man, Burgeson, and Mrs. Betty Schuckle 
were among the worst offenders in Hyde 
Park and that they had been arrested numer- 
ous times for violations of the law. 

Then he proceeded to read the indorsements 
which the Inspector had written upon their 
applications for licenses, in which he testi- 
fied that he believed them to be persons likely 
to obey the laws and ordinances governing 
the sale of liquor in prohibition districts.

WILL IMPROVE JACKSON PARK. |

Commissioners to Take Immediate 
Steps to Beautify Unsightly North 
Ind of the Pleasure Ground. 


At a meeting of the South Side Park Com- 
missioners held on Wednesday evening it 
was decided to ask for estimates for com- 
pleting the improvement of the north end 
of Jagkson Park. It is thought that the 
proposed improvements will cost about $20,- 
000, and it is desired to begin work this fall 
and complete the work in the spring. 

The portion of the park that is to be beau- 
tified extends from the Sixty-third street 
driveway north along the lagoon, and has 
been a constant eyesore to park visitors for 
some time past. The ground in this locality 
is covéred with débris of all kinds, inter- 
spersed with sandhills, and can be seen 
from every direction. It ts proposed to re- 
move a large portion of this by dredging, 
and at the same time to widen the lagoon. 
This will make it possible for the large num- 
ber of rowboats and launches in use to navi- 


gate the waters of the park in safety. The 


ground removed will be used to fill up the 
golf links to the south, which are sadly in 
need of attention. | 

Another feature of the proposed improve- 
ment will be the construction of a stone 
bridge over the lagoon at Sixty-third street. 
This will add materially to the appearance 
of that section of the park. Plans for bath- 
ing-houses, to be located on the lake front, 
near the German Building, will be executed 
as soon as the intercepting sewer at Thirty- 
ninth street is completed, contributing a de- 
sirable feature to the South Side park sys- 
tem. Two electric launches and a large 
number of rowboats also will be added to 
the park equipment next spring. 

The extensive improvements now being 
made by the board along Michigan avenue 
will make it necessary to borrow the $20,000 
needed at Jackson Park, but the members 
of the board believe that the work should 
be inaugurated this fall, as otherwise it 
would be over a year before the improve- 
ments at Jackson Park can be made.

EMMA SMITH, MEMBER , 
OF NOTED WEIR GANG, 
CAUGHT SHOPLIFTING. 


Arrest of Notorious Woman Thief 
Warns the Police That the Old Crowd 
Is at Work Again—Former Days Re- 


Emma Smith, one of the lees accom- 

plished of the noted Weir gang of shoplift- 
ers, was arrested at the West End Store, 
Peoria and Madison streets, late yesterday 
afternoon. She was detected in the act of 
stealing a packet worth $27 by one of the 
clerks, who notified Mr. Samuels, manager. 
of the store. 

Patrolman Holty of the West Lake Street 
Station sent the famous woman thief to 
the Desplaines Street Station, where she 
was searched and held until 10 o’clock last 
night, when she was released on bond. it 
was not generally known at the station that 
one of the most skillful shoplifters in the 
country was under arrest. 

Emma Smith has been a most success- 
ful shoplifter in this city. Comparatively 
few of the city detectives know her, al- 
though she has been plying her vocation 


‘here for twelve years. When she was 


searched at the police station it was discov- 
ered that she wore the regulation shoplift- 
ers’ skirt, with pockets extending over the 
front and side from waistband to hem. 

From the arrest of Emma Smith the po- 
lice discovered that the Weir gang is in 
this city and working successfully. Noti- 
fication was sent out to all the stations in 
the city warning them that the gang is at 
work again. 

The Weir gang of shoplifters is the most 
noted in the criminal annals of this or any 
other city. It has been organized and in 
operation in a dozen large cities at various 
times during the last twenty years, It has 
numbered in its membership the most skilled 
people in the country in that particular line 
of theft and 10 hat been looked upon as the best 
patron of “ fence” keepers in all parts of 
the country. In recent years the gang lost 
many members through deaths and con- 
victions. Emma Smith is the most noted 
representative of the old gang now . in 
this city.

Today the three vacation schools which 
have been maintained in the Adams School, 
on Townsend street, near Chicago avenue; 
the Foster School, on Union street, near 
Twelfth street; and the Haven School, at 
Wabash avenue and Fifteenth street, will 
bring their five weeks’ term to a close.

The 
parties to the controversy have overlooked 
the instructions given to James Monroe 
when he was sent to France to negotiate 
with Bonaparte. They show how much 
territory.

Mr. Monroe was empowered to offer $10,- 
000,000 for New Orleans and west Flor- 
ida—being the strip between the Appala- 
chicola and the Louisiana line—and if ab- 
solutely necessary to offer a guaranty of 
the west bank of the Mississippi. That is, 
Jefferson was willing to agree, if necessary, 
to protect France in the possession of the 
vast territory west of the Mississippi. If 
France refused to cede any territory, even 
the site for a town, then Mr. Monroe and 
his associate, Chancellor Livingston, were 
to content themselves with securing the 
right of deposit at New Orleans for Ameri- 
cans—the right to store there the produce 
which came down the Mississippi for ship- 
ment to Hurope or the West Indies without 
having to pay duties on it. 

It is plain that when these instructions 
were given to Monroe Jefferson did not con- 
template the purchase of the Louisiana 
Territory. What he wanted was a frontage 
on the Gulf of Mexico. He wanted New 
Orleans, Mobile, and Pensacola, which 
were much more needed then than the 
vacant territory west of the Mississippi. 
Jefferson could not get west Florida, to 
which Spain clung. But to his great sur- 
prise Bonaparte offered him New Orleans 
and everything west of the river. Mr. Jef- 
ferson deserves full credit for opening those 
negotiations which had so unexpected and 
so fortunate an outcome. He is entitled to 
credit also for closing at once with Bona- 
parte’s offer, though in doing so he believed 
he overstepped the constitution. He al- 
ways thought so. In 1820, when the dis- ; 
pute arose over the admission of Missouri,’ 
he regretted that the status of the Louis- 
iana Territory had not been settled by an 
amendment to the constitution when it was 
bought. | 

DR. CYRUS HAMLIN. 

Dr. Cyrus Hamlin, for 50 years a mission- 
ary, educator, unofficial diplomat, inventor, 
manufacturer, and political economist, died 
day before yesterday at Bangor, Me., in his 
90th year. No missionary of the century 
has made so profound a personal impression 
on the Turkish Empire as Dr. Cyrus Ham- 
lin. He was a missionary full of learning, 
tact and power, and devotion to his work. 
He founded a theological school, thén a 
girls’ college, and in 1863 the famous Robert 
College at Constantinople. This is the most 
influential educational institution in the 
Turkish Empire. It is admitted that the 
regeneration of Bulgaria a few years ago 
was due to the influence and teaching and 
leadership of certain young Bulgarians who 
had been educated at Robert College.

The sudden death of Edward P. Herrick 
while sitting in a chair at his home, 4405 
Champlain avenue, on Thursday night, was 
at first attributed to heart disease, super- 
induced by the heat. Now it has become 
the center of a mystery which the Coroner 
and police will attempt to unravel. His 
death called to memory two other deaths 
that had occurred suddenly in his house- 
hold within little more than a year, and 
aroused members of his family to demand 
an official inquiry. That inquiry has now 
been set on foot. 


| Mr. Herrick Falls Dead. 

After dinner on Thursday night Mr. Her- 
rick sat for an hour at the piano singing 
songs to his wife and playing_his own ac- 
companiment. Some of their friends called, 
and shortly before 10 o’clock they took 
chairs to the front porch of their house and 
were sitting there visiting when, suddenly 
and without a word, Mr. Herrick pitched 
forward and fell flat on the floor. Mrs. 
Herrick and the friends of the family pres- 
ent hastily picked him up and found that 
he already was dead, They summoned Dr. 
J. F. Orr, 4423 Champlain avenue, who pre- 
viously had told Mrs, Herrick that her hus- 

band was subject to he disease. 

Dr. Orr came at once afd stated that death 
was caused by heart disease, brought on by 
the heat. He was on the point of issuing a 


street, got. word of his father’s death, ap- 
peated, and insisted on the Coroner being 
notified. Dr. Orr waited until yesterday 


morning. and then, in deference to the son's 


wish, notified the Coroner's office. 


Will Analyze in Search for Poison. 

A post-mortem examination was held by 
Coroner's Physician Joseph Springer and 
enough evidence was secured to warrant a 
doubt in the physician's mind as to the man- 


to say he found poison in the stomach of the 
dead man, but he suspected it, and when he 
told young Mr. Herrick of his examination 
the latter promptly acceded to a proposition 
that he furnish $100 for a chemical test. 
The inquest will be delayed until the results 
of that test are known. The police likewise 
are in a waiting attitude and say they will 


make no arrests, at least until it is shown 


that natural causes were not responsible for 
the death. 


Made and Lost Fortunes. 

Mr. Herrick was the senior member of the 
firm of Edward P. Herrick & Co., brokers, 
58 River street, and had been a resident of 
Chicago for many years. At one time he was 
employed by Sprague, Warner & Co., but 

left that firm to embark in business for him- 
self. He supported a wife and two children 
in comparative luxury and is said to have 
lived well up to his income. He was a skill- 

ful speculator and was credited with having 
gained and lost several small fortunes in 
stocks and grain. 

Latterly a measure of ill luck in his 
ventures overtook him, and within the last 
year a series of tragic events occurred, 
among them the death of his wife. His 

marriage with Mrs. Magdalene Lymburner, 
a servant in the household, followed soon 
afterwards, and this brought on an estrange- 
ment with his two children, Edward T. Her- 
rick and Mrs. J. F. Parcell. They are the 
persons who are not satisfied that their 
father died of heart disease simply. 


Mrs. Lymburner Is Engaged. 

Mrs. Lymburner, later the second Mrs. 
Herrick and now the widow in the case, 
first appeared on the Herrick family scenes 
in March, 1899, when, through an advertise- 
men, she was engaged as a servant. Dur- 
ing the months following, financial reverses 
overtook Mr. Herrick in some of his specula- 


| 1899, by the death of his wife. 

A niece, Mrs. Cornelia Tontinoe, came to 
attend the funeral of her aunt, and while 
staying at the house was taken ill and 
died on Aug. 11 of last year. 

In the following month, September, 1899, 
the wife of Edward T. Herrick, the son, 
became alarmingly ill, and, finally, the 
physician declaring that some unusual 
malady had attacked Mrs. Herrick, and 
that she would not live if she remained at 
home, she was taken to the hospital and 
there eventually she récovered. 


Marriage Divides the Family. 

The son and daughter say that meanwhile 
it was noticed that Mr. Herrick began to 
exhibit a strong affection for Mrs. Lym- 
burner. Opposition developed among the 
children, but it was of no avail. Before the 
younger Mrs. Herrick returned from the 
hospital the housekeeper had left the home. 

Mr. Herrick continued to live with his 


‘his intention of matrying Mrs. Lymburner. 
His children refused to acknowledge her as 
a successor to their mother, and Mr. Her- 
rick purchased a house and left his son's 
home. On Feb. 28 the marriage was cele- 
brated. Mr. Herrick and his new wife lived 
at 4405 Champlain avenue, in a modest frame 
dwelling, and apparently were happy. No 
visits were made between the children and 
the stepmother. Since the ist of May Mr. 
Herrick the elder had ceased active work. 


Tablets to Relieve Pain. | 

Mr. Herrick had a small income from his 
business, and this was supplemented by his 
wife's working at dressmaking. In this sit- 
uation the old man lived contented. For a 
fortnight past, it is said, he had complained 
of stomach trouble, and had been taking

GAR LOOTED; GUARD DEAD 


PENNSYLVANIA’ MESSENGER Is 


FOUND SLAIN BESIDE SAFE. 


Daring Crime Is Committed on a Mov- 
ing Train and Is Not Discovered Un- 
til Columbus, O., Is Reached—Agent 
Breaks In Door and Finds Money 
Gone and Its Protector Shot and 
Beaten by the Bandits—Loss Is Be- 
Meved to Be $45,000, 


Columbus, O., Aug. 11; 2 a. m.—[{Special. 1 
When the Pennsylvania express, which left 
Cincinnati at 8 o’clock last night, arrived 
here shortly before midnight it was discov- 
ered that train robbers had looted the ex- 
press car and killed the messenger, Charles 
Lane. It is believed the bandits secured at 
least $45,000, | 

A special engine was sent back at once 
with a posse of officers to seek a clew tothe 
robbers. | | 

Where the robbery and murder was com- 
mitted no one knows, but it is surmised that 
the robbers boarded the train between Mil- 


ford Center and Columbus. Milford Center 
is twenty-eight miles from here, and the 


train stopped there to let off a passenger. 
Agent Breaks Into the Car. | 

When the local express agent went to the 
car to put on some packages he found the 
door locked. Repeated knockings at the 
door failed to bring any response, and an en- 
trance was forced. 

Express Messenger Charlies Lane was 
found dead in one corner of the car, shot 
eight times in the body. By his side was his 
own revolver, every cartridge of which had 
been fired. Blood bespattered the walls, 
boxes, and packages, and everything showed 
that Lane had made a desperate struggle 
to protect his charge. 6 

Safe Emptied by Robbers. 

The safe in which the money and valuables 
had been placed was empty. 

The robbers had gone about their work 
methodically and in anexpert manner. The 
door of the strong box had been blown off, 


but only enough explosive had been used to 


accomplish the desired end. Apparently 
none of the valuables or money packages 
had been destroyed by the impact. 2 
Engine Sent Back Over Track 

It was not long before Inspector Baron 
wasatthestation. Captain Russell had sent 
men there to see what service could be ren- 
dered by the abt force. and that officer as 
soon as possible started Headquarters Ok- 
ficer Gaston and another officer in à buggy 
to find whether any one had left the train at 
the crossings er at the railroad yards. It 


was decided at the station to send an en- 


gine back with Detective O'Neil and Officer 
Dundon and Headquarters Officer Richard 
and Detective Foster to see What clew might 


de picked up along the track. 


The murder and robbery is supposed to 
have taken place between Milford Center 
and Columbus, as no harm had befallen the 
express messenger when the train stopped 
there. The messenger was alone. No one 
heard the shot or the explosion N 
the blowing ot the ‘safe. 

It is supposed the robbers jumped off the 
train as it slowed up coming into the Union 
Depot. 

Body in a Pool of Blood. 

When Extra Messenger J. M. Sheldon, who 
assists Robert Mulligan, agént for the 
Adams Express company at the Union sta- 
tion, went to the door of express car No. 812, 
which had just pulled in from St. Louis and 
Indianapolis, he unlocked the door as usual 
and shoved it back. Lying flat on his faco 
and in a pool of his own blood was the mes- 
His head was lying just between 
the edge of the stove and the edge of the 


door in the forward end of the car. 


Evidence of Desperate Fight. 
Everything pointed to a surprise and a 


deadly struggle in the car. From appear- 
ances Lane was washing his face and hands, 

preparatory to leaving his car, and was 
about to open thé side door to throw out the 


‘bucket of water when the first shot was 


fired, or when he was struck from behind. 
He was shot to death in a few minutes, but 
to make sure of death it is believed some 


of the shots were fired at him while he lay 


prostrate. 
a Plunder Said to Be $45,000. 

The train was in charge of Conductor Jerry 
Taylor, who took it out of St. Louis, At Mil- 
ford Center Mr. Lane and his car were all 
right, for Mr. Taylor had a conversation 
with him at that point. One report is that 
$45,000 in money was secured by the robbers. 

Lane Seen Alive at Milford. 

Charles Lane, the express messenger, was 
last seen at Milford Center by members of 
the train crew, who talked with him there. 
The train made no stops between Milford 
Center and Columbus. It slowed up, how- 
ever, on the outskirts of the city, which 
gave the robbers a chance to leave the 
train. This presumption is being acted 
upon by the local police and detective force, 
who are now searching the city. e 

Messenger Lane was a married man, and 
leaves a widow and one child. He lived in 
Columbus three months, having come here 
from St. Louis. | 


At the office of the Adams Express com- 
pany no news of the robbery had been re- 
ceived until it was conveyed by THE TRIB- 
UNE, 

J. H. Schumacher, superintendent of Pink- 
erton's National Detective Agency, seen at 
his home, 35 Olga street, said: | 

“Our office ysually does the work of 
Adams Express company, but I have not 
been notified as yet of the robbery on the 
Pennsylvania road. Some other employé, 
however, may have been advised of it.“ 

At the office of the Pinkerton agency at 
2:30 a. m. today no detectives were present, 
only -the patrol department being open.

‘TRAIN ROBBERS ARB SLAIN 


ONE SHOT TO DEATH AND OTHER 
‘BURNED IN HIS REFUGE. 


Three Mémbers of Posse Woanded in a 
Battle with Colorado Bandits—Last 
Holds His Would-Re Capters at Bay 
Until the Sed House in Which He Is 
Besieged Is Fired—Cannon Asked by 

the Sheriff—Proots of Guilt Are

Found, 


two men who robbed the train. 
near Hugo, Colo., Cast of Den- 
ver, last Sunday morning, and who shot and 
killed W. J. Fay, an aged passenger who re- 
sisted them, are both dead. One was shot to 
pleces by a Sheriff's posse, the other was 
burned to death in a sod nouge in which he 

had taken refuge. 

The two robbers met their death three 
miies east of this city after a battle with a 
posse of citizens commanded. by Sheriff 
William Walker. In the fight one of the men 
was killed, but not until after three members 
of the posse had been wounded, two seriously 
and perhaps fatally. The other robber barri- 
caded himself in a sod house and defied the 
posse. Sheriff Walker telegraphed to Super- 
intendent Denel of the Union Pacific, urging 
him to send a piece of «annon to batter down 
he walls of the house, but before the artillery 

arrived the house was fired and the man hid- 
den within was burned to death. 


Three in Posse Are Wounded. 


The members of the posse wounded in the 
battle and siege which preceded the death of 
the robbers were J. Briggs; owner of the 
Commercial Hotel of this city, and George 
Cullins, also a resident of Goodland. A third 
man, whose name could not be learned, sus- 
tained slight injuries. st 

After the holdup on Sunday morning the 
two robbers dropped off the train at Hugo 
and escaped. On Wednesday they went to 
the ranch of D. E. Bartholomew, three miles 
out from Goodland and 100 miles overland 
from Hugo, and asked for food and lodging 


to go to town, as their clothes were ragged. 
Last night a boy, whom they sent to Good- 
land to get the Denver papers, reported the 
circumstances. From the boy’s description 
the men were believed to be the Hugo rob- 
bers. This morning a posse, consisting of 
Sheriff Walker, J. B. Riggs, George Cullins, 
E. C. Biddison, and several others, all heav- 
ily armed with rifles and revolvers, went over 
to the Bartholomew place from here. 


Pursuers Met by Bullets. 


Walker and Riggs were the first to dis- 
mount and they proceeded to the house 
where the robbers were. One of the rob- 
bers caught sight of them and gave the 
alarm. No sooner had Walker, a moment 
later, began kicking on the door, then he 
was met by a volley of shots from inside. 
The remaining members of the posse quick- 
ly lined up around the house, and for ten 
minutes bullets were exchanged at a lively 
rate, the rifles of the pursuers pouring a 
deadly hail in the direction of the robbers. 

The robbers returned the fire strongly, and 

Riggs soon fell, hit in the breast and back. 
Finally one of the robbers jumped through 
a window and made offin the smoke. Before 
he had gone half a dozen ptepe he fell, shot 
to death. 
Sheriff Walker, in the meantime, had 
forced his way toward the house, and was 
intent on geting.inside. In.the smoke and 
confusion Cullins got in the way of Walk- 
er's rifle and was shot in the back, being 
seriously wounded. 

While the posse was removing Cullins. 
the lone robber made his way to a sod 
kitchen near by and barricaded the door. 
The dead robber lay where he fell, his 
body within range of the house. 


Besieged House Is Set Afire. 

The man inside the house was armed with 
a rifle. and a too near approach to the house 
drew his fire. About 4 o'clock some men, by 
crawling threugh a cornfield, reached a shed 
near the house, and from this place threw : 
two railroad fuses into the roof of the house, 
setting it on fire. It was not many minutes 
until the entire building was in flames, but 
the robber made no sign. His charred body 
was recovered from the ruins of the building 
when the fire burned itself out. 

There is no doubt about the men being the 
train robbers. On the body of the one shot 
in the morning was found a watch, two black 
calico face masks, a woman's watch chain 
and charm,and an opened envelope addressed 
to some illegible name at Hugo, Colo. The 
man was tall, with black mustache, and 
commonly dressed. The second body was 
brought to town tonight. The man in the 
house had a large roll of bills, but these, with

‘Rescuer Arrives Too Late and Unknown 


LITTLE WHITE POODLE 
| DOG TRIES TO RING HELP 
TO ITS DROWNING MASTER 


Man Loses His Life Off Thirty- 
eighth Street Pier — Body Is Not 
Found. 


While its master was drowning off the 
Thirty-eighth street pier last evening a lit- 
tle white poodle dog ran up and down the 
beach yelping in helpless distress and trying 
to bring some one to the rescue. In utter 
desperation the little beast leaped into the 
water several times. The man in the water 
was being carried rapidly away from the 
end of the pier, — the time calling loudly 
for help. 

Thomas Cullen, 413 Root street, who was 
strolling near the lake, heard the frantic 
wailing of the dog and rushed to the rescue, 
Running to the end of the dock, he saw the 
drowning man.

The rush for Fitz's corner was so de- 
termined dozens of policemen had to push 
and fight the enthusiasts off. It was some 
minutes before the ring was again clear 
The crashing of some of the pine desks:

Ruhlin in a Stupor. 

After the fight Ruhlin became unconscious 
in his dressing-room, but was revived and 
taken to a Turkish bathhouse, where 90 
again collapsed.

He revived and asked for a drink 
of water and again lapsed into a sort of 
stupor.

; Fight Fast and Bloody. . 

The fight itself was so fast and furious as 
to surprise every one. It was a genuine, old- 
fashioned prize fight, with the difference 
that it took place right in the heart of the 
City of New York. In the same hall, where 
the most fashionable of this, the richest, city 
in the United States, assemble to display ~ 
their finery and view the horse show, two 
large, athletic human animals battered and 
beat each other till they both looked like 
beef dressers in a slaughter-house and even 
the referee was covered with their blood. 

The first round had proceeded but a lit-- 
tle way beforé Ruhlin had raised a big, red 
spot on Fitz's left cheek, which was almost 
a perfect match for the rosette which held 
his belt together. Fast and vicious rained 
the blows, Fitz keen and lean, and not yet ~ 
warmed up; Ruhlin, huge, eager, and lum- 
bering, but showing surprising quickness 
and cleverness. 

Then, in the second round, the carnage 
began.

This sort of thing went 
on until in the fourth round, when Fitz 
caught Ruhlin with one that sent him to his 
xnees.

In the fifth both men 
were terribly tired, but Fitz seemed to be 
waiting for his chance . 

There was a loud disturbance on the floor 
in this round that almost drew attention 
from the ring. The police had been called | 
to quiet one of the spectators, and it so dis- 
turbed the crowd it looked for awhile as 
if there would be a rush for the exits. But 

those who were near the disturbance yelled, 
“Bit down,“ Sit down,“ and the spectators 
gave their attention again to the business 
of the evening. 

Then came the sixth round, which proved 
to be the last. R had not gone long before 
Ruhblin went to his hands and knees and 
again took the count. 


Fitz Finishes His Man. 
Foxy old Fitz was still waiting his chance, 
and it soon came, They were toward the 
southwest corner of the ring.

LARGER CROWD EXPECTED. 
Jam Outside the Garden and in the 


Streets, but Vacant Seats 
Within.

Madison Square Garden, New York, Aug. 
10.—[Special.]—Judging from the crowd that 
swarmed around the box office in the after- 
noon, and the pushing, pulling, hauling, and 
scrapping to secure their tickets one would 


long before 8 o’clock. It was not, though, 
and at 8:20 the crowd did not compare with 


contest. The galleries were packed early by 
the $3 contingent. With them it was a matter 
of securing front seats, so they bombarded 
the doors early, long before the hour of open- 
ing. At the McGovern-Erne fight the east 
and west portion of the galleries were va- 
cant, while tonight they were fully as 
crowded as were those on the north and 
south sides. 

As early as 7 o’clock the streets leading 
to the building were packed with curiosity 
seekers, and the police were kept busy mak- 
ing a pathway for ticket holders and ticket 
purchasers. 

A glance at the vast throng which sur- 
rounded the main entrance, and a stranger 
would have jumped at the conclusion a Mc- 
Kinley or Bryan mass-meeting was being 
held inside, and with no cost to witness the 
show or to hear the speakers. Further 
more, it appeared as though signs of stand- 
ing room only ought to be staring every- 
body in the eye. This naturally caused the 
moneyed people on the extreme outside of 
the crowd to fight their way through, figur- 
ing seats were as scarce as snow balls. Once 
on the inside everything was lovely. A bit 
too warm for comfort, but plenty of room for 
all. Holders of box seats, as upon all oc- 
casions of this kind, were the trailers, and 


high-price crowd, betting was at a stand- 
still until 9:48. 

By that time the boxes were fairly well 
filled, and the commissioners began making 
their rounds. Fitz, who, since the match 
was arranged, was a slight favorite, but one 
bet of $500 at evens ehanged the tide, and 
in ten minutes Ruhlin ruled first choice at 
100 to 90. This, however, was short lived, 
as Fitzsimmons’ friends snapped up all the 
‘money in sight at those figures, and after 
that the betting again fell to evens. 

Fans were at a premium, and only those 
who purchased fans two and three blocks 
away from the building got them. The day, 
owing to the extreme heat, was a quiet one 
along fighter’s row. In Corbett's, McCoy’s, 


there was little doing from a betting stand- 
point. In my travels up and down the row 
I saw but one bona fide bet made; and that 
was $150 to $120 on Fitzsimmons. John Con- 
sidine told me he had placed one bet of $800 
against $1,000 on Ruhlin, and had $800 
more to place at the same odds. Money, 
however, was scarce, and if any large 
amounts were placed it must have been 
placed in some out of the way spot. 

In fights of this kind thousands of dollars 
usually are bet by mouth only, and are 
naturally given out to the public through 
the press to add interest to the affair. And 
this, I believe, was the case in this fight. 
Ot course, more or less money is bet on all 
big contests, but certainly not as much as 
is generally reported. That, however, is a 
part of the game. 

While the betting commissioners were 
making their rounds the crowd began filing 
in, and when at 8:50 Announcer Humphreys 
introduced George Monroe and Billy Ryan 
for the ten-round curtain-raiser the gar- 
den was comfortably filled. Negligee shirts, 
fans, and straw hats predominated. It 
would be a difficult matter to give the 
names of all the prominent sporting men 
present. They were all there, all talking 
fight, but betting little. 

At the east end of the garden a platform 
nad been erected, upon which were placed 
two cameras, presumably to take pictures 
of the big fight. This, I learned and from 
good authority, too, that the cameras were 
simply therefor a blind, and that no pictures 
will be taken tonight, as advertised. But 
the fight will be photographed as nearly per- 
.fect as possible at Tuckahoe or some other 
place tomorrow, next day, or some day next 
week. All the principals will take part in 
this second meeting, and the men will go 
through all the maneuvers of tonight's bat- 
tle as nearly perfect as possible. The suffer- 
ing public will be none the wiser, and will 
flock to witness the supposed fight on can- 
vas in as large flocks as though it were the 
real thing. The cameras as placed tonight 
are focused so as to take in the ring only, so 
those who view the fight pictures, should 
they be reproduced, will not see the excited 
crowd which surrounds the ring, as in the 
Fitz-Corbett and Jeffries-Sharkey fight pic- 
tures.

New York, Aug. 10.—Bob Fitzsimmons of 
Australia, but now an American citizen, met 
Gus Ruhlin, the Akron Giant, tonight before 
the Twentieth Century club at Madison 
Square Garden and won by knocking the 
Ohioan down ‘and out in the sixth round. 
Before.the fight and for some weeks there 
have been many reports to the effect that 
Fitzsimmons was too old to cope success- 
fully with his younger opponent. It was 
argued that Fitzsimmons’ well-known knowl- 
edge of the game and his capability of hard 
hitting would not be able to counterbalance 
the youth and strength, as well as the re- 
cently rpg eee ring tactics of the Ohio man. 
Tonight, however, all this has been changed. 
Fitzsimmons did the trick cleanly and clev- 
erly. It was a fierce and bloody battle while 
it lasted, and at times it looked as if Ruhlin 
would get the better of the older man, but 
Fitzsimmons at the proper time would cut 
loose with his fearful body blow, which final- 
ly snuffed out the Ohio boxer’s light. 

The betting all along had favored Fitz- 
simmons. Many wagers 
to 80 on Lanky

ok money, which forced the odds to take 
a turn in Ruhlin's favor at the rate of 100 to 
90. This state of affairs did not last long, 
however, and by the time the men put up 
their hands for the opening round they were 
equal favorites, even money being the rule.

At times both 
missed swings with either hand, but many of 
Ruhlin’s were dodged in the cleverest man- 
ner. Fitzsimmons forced Ruhlin to break 
ground, and in hot mixups the Ohio man was 
always the first to ease up and take refuge 
in a clinch. Time and time again Fitzsim-

position Ruhlin got away rather clumsily, 
while Fitz was always quick in his foot 
movements. When Ruhlin's nose began to 
bleed from a left punch, the sight of the blood 
eemed to have a deterrent effect on him, 
and Fitzsimmons was quick to see this. On 
the first signs of weakness on Ruhlin's part 
Fitzsimmons began his attack on the body, 
and each blow which he landed there made 
Ruhlin wince with pain. Fitzsimmons’ 
handlers kept urging him to play for the 
solar plexus, but Fitzsimmons only tried it 
occasionally. Evidently he was waiting an 
opportunity for a right swing to the mark. 

In the fourth and fifth rounds both men 
showed plainly the effects of the stiff and 
rapid work they had done in the preceding 
rounds. Both were tired and leg weary, but 
Ruhlin showed up much the worse of the 
two. Fitzsimmons was always the quicker 
on his feet at the call of time, but now and 
then during the rounds he seemed to stand 
still and glare at his opopnent. Ruhlin at 
these times also stood still, being evidently 
grateful for the chance of breathing which 
Fitzsimmons afforded him. Just once Fitz 
touched the floor—when he slipped down 
from a clinch at the end of a round. 


‘Solar Plexus Blow Lands. 


In the sixth round Ruhlin was slow in 
coming to time, while Fitzsimmons jumped 
at his man. Fitzsimmons got around Ruh- 
lin, and while the Akron man sent straight 
lefts for Fitzsimmons’ head. Fitz side- 
stepped safely and landed lefts on the body 
and right to the head. With a volley of 
lefts and rights to the head and neck, and 
with a left on the solar plexus, Fitzsim- 
mons sent Ruhlin in a heap to the floor. 

This was the beginning of the end that soon 
followed. Ruhlin, after taking nine seconds 
of the count, Arose to his feet groggy from 
the effects of the blow. Fitzsimmons knew 
he had his man and was ready for him. As 
soon as Ruhlin got up Fitzsimmons rushed, 
sending left and right to the face, and then 
shot his left with fearful force to the point 
of Ruhlin's jaw. Gus pitched forward as 
‘if struck with an ax and fell on his face to 
the floor, where he was counted out, and had 
to be carried to his corner. 

Crowd Rushes for Fitz. 

Willd scenes were then enacted in and about 
the ring. It seemed as if every one in the 
building wanted to greet the winner or sym- 
pathize with the loser, and the police had 
a busy quarter of an hour in getting the 
people out of the building. Fitzsfinmons left 
the ring five minutes after he had delivered 
the winning punch, but it took Ruhlin twelve 
minutes to eome around sufficiently to b 
able to walk to his dressing-room. Fitzsim- 
mons was still a little bit dazed when he 
reached his room on the Fourth avenue side 
of the garden, and as some of those who 
gathered about him he asked if it was not 


the fifteenth round in which the fight was . 


finished. He soon recovered his reason, and 
then indulged in a hearty laugh. 


FITZ FAVORITE IN CHICAGO. 


Local Sporting Men Gather and Ap- 
plaud the Result of 
| the Fight. 
. Fitzsimmons was a decided favorite with 
the local fight followers, and his decisive 
victory, while gratifying to them, did not 
occasion great surprise. The consensus of 
opinion before the battle was that Fitzsim- 
mons in order to win would have to do so 
in the early stages of the battle, otherwise 
the youth and vitality of his opponent would 
tell in the long run. 
All of the local sporting resorts where re- 


turns of the battle were received were crowd- | 


ed, and on the streets where bulletins were 
displayed the crush was great. No great 
amount of betting was recorded after the 
contest started, but Ruhlin's showing in the 
first round led to a number of small wagers 
at even money. 


At Jim O’Leary’s, in the Stock-Yards dis- 


trict, Fitzsimmons was the favorite at 10 to 
7 in the earlier part of the day, and later on 
a number of even money bets were made. 
Dan McGinty of the Park Theater was one 
of the largest winners in the city, having be- 
tween $2,500 and $3,000 placed in different 
sporting resorts. Vere Davies had com- 
mission on Fitzsimmons amounting to $600, 
At Green & Catton’s several of the billiard 
players pinned their faith on Ruhlin and lost. 
Malachy Hogan held over $3,000 In bets, 
mostly at 10 to 8 on Fitzsimmons. Betting 
at Chapin & Gore’s was of a light character. 
Jim Hall, the ex-Australian lightweight, 
who has twice met Fitzsimmons, said he had 
picked Ruhlin to win. I figured,” said he,

tory provided he won quickly. If the con- 
test had gone about ten rounds I looked for 
Fitzsimmons’ vitality to fail him and for 
Ruhlin then to wear him down.

He looks good. He chews a piece of ice 
and rubs his shoes around in the resin.

Look at Ruhlin! 
twenty-five or thirty pounds bigger than 
Fitz and he looks every ounce of it. He's a 
fine, big, good-natured giant, too. There's 
no more harm in him, you'd think, than there 
is in a schoolboy getting up to speak a piece 
on a platform before all the neighborhood. 
It is a good-natured smile he wears, even 
when he begins to fight, and he never seems 
to be mad. | 

Admires Ruhlin’s Reach. 

Ruhlin has a reach as long as the arm 
of the law. You'd think he could stand 
in his corner and punch a fellow away 
over on the other side of the ring. He's 
got the longest reach in the business. His 
arms are thick enough, too, for he can 
punch hard enough to satisfy any one. You 
may take my word for that. He has a 
big back and big shoulders, though they are 
not as heavy as Fi ons’. His body 
is long and his legs aré not only long but 
thick. They looks like hickory trees. That 
Akron giant is as big as a racehorse. He's 
a tough proposition. There is not a rough, 
rugged muscle on him. He's as smooth all 
over as a boy of 16, who hasn't begun to 
fill out yet. But under that smoothness 
the giant has a terrible lot of punching 
power. He can do a great deal of harm 
in a little time. He's like one of our Uncle 
Sam's cruisers, soft and peaceful looking 
on the outside, but able to raise the devil's 
own ruction and smash the life out of an 
enemy in no time at all. 

And do you see the innocent smile on 
Ruhlin's face? His eyes are a sort of 
grayish blue and there's not a bit of malice 
in them. That fellow will walk out to meet 
you with that boyish smile, showing all 
his big, even, white teeth, and you'd think 
‘he was going to offer you a $100 bill, and 
then when he's still about a mile away he'll 
let go a left-handed crack that would knock 
your head off. 


Fitz a Ring Puzzle. 

Gus looks a little nervous now, he’s just 
a shade pale. Well, he has reason to be 
anxious, for he's going up against one of 
the greatest puzzles in the ring. Gus will 
steady down all right in a few minutes. 

Bob Fitzsimmons is as bald on the top of 
his head as Uncle Ned in the song. But let 


no one think he’s old for all of that. There | 


isn’t one gray hair in that thatch of red 
around the sides and back of his head. It 
you want to tell how old a man is look at 
his eyes. Fitzsimmons’ eyes are as blue as 
the sky and they don’t show more than 
26 or 27 years of age, even if he is every 
day of 40. You'll notice one thing about 
Fitz—there isn't a smile on him from the 
moment he gets into the ring. See him size 
up Ruhlin. There is a glare in his eye and 
a scowl on his face. | 
When Fitz comes at you in the ring you’d 
think his eyes were searchlights. He seems 
to shoot fire out of them. That is no dream. 
Ask any one that ever fought him. There’s 
where Gus Ruhlin’s trouble will begin. He'll 
run up against the most threatening old 
glare he ever saw in front of him. There’s 
something queer about Fitzsimmons’ eyes, 
Idon't know what the wise men would call 
it—maybe hypnotism—but I°know Fitz looks 
at you different from any other man in the 
ring. | 
Did any one ever see such an awkward fel- 


low as Fitzsimmons seems to be? I say 


seems to be, because he isn’t really awkward 
at all. See him walk across the ring. You’é 
think some one had led a camel inside the 
ropes. His legs are long and lean, and the 
knees draw in towards each other. Many 
a man has been fooled by that awkward- 


looking style of Fitz’s. Underneath that 


slouchinéss you'll find one of the cleverest 
men that ever fought foraliving. Those legs 
have carried Fitzsimmons out of danger 
many @ time, and when he sees a good open- 
ing they will carry him into hitting distance 
quicker than a wink. | 

Fitzsimmons has the greatest back and 
pair of shoulders and arms I ever saw. 

He's big enough there for a man of 200 
pounds. Those bunches of muscles on the 
shoulders and under the shoulder blades are 
big enough and springy enough to drive his 
fists through an oak plank. And quick—that 
man can send a little bit of @ jolt without 
moving his fist six inches, and there’s power 
enough in it to knock down a horse. 

Fitzsimmons is twice as dangerous look 
ing as Ruhlin. It will be a test for Ruhlin's 
nerve when he goes out of his corner and 
faces those flery blue eyes and big arms, 
thatched with red hair, and the thick, 
bunchy shoulders, with the freckles on them 
as big as ginger snaps. There's the gong. 

Analysis of the Rounds. 

Round 1—Ruhlin begins feinting and driv- 
ing Fitz away, and Fitz makes a terrible 
right swing, which goes over Ruhlin's head. 
Fitz comes in again with a short right jolt 
on Ruhlin’s short ribs. They spar and Ruh- 
lin jumps in with a left hook on Fitzstm- 
mons’ cheek, too high to do any hurt.

Ruhlin gathers himself and staggers Fitz 
with a left swing on the heck, and the old 
man puts the right to the stomach with a 
heavy jolt. Fitz swings a terrible right on 
Ruhlin's jaw, which makes him wabbie. 
Then Ruhlin, although hardly able to raise 
his hand, swings a right on Fitz’s neck that 
shakes him. Just as they come ott of a.

Both Tired in Fourth. 
Round 4—They both came out slowly, and 
Ruhlin blocks Fitz’s left lead for the body.

weak to do much. Now Fits suddenly 
rushes in with a left swing high on Ruhlin’s 
cheek that staggers him.

Fitz seems almost gone, when he suddenly 
turns on Ruhlin and swings right and left 
on the jaw and drops Ruhlin on his knees.

Fits rushes to finish him, but Ruhlin ducks 
the blow, falls into Fitz's arms, clinches, 
and saves himself till the gong at the end of 
the round. There isn’t much science in this 
round—it’s all pure slugging. — 

Round 5—Fitssimmons makes a rush for 
Ruhlin, but the big fellow ducks, clinches. 
At the breakaway each swings a heavy 
right for the head, but are out of distance 
in their anxiety, and the blows go too far 
around to do any harm. Fitz comes in again 
and Ruhlin meets him with a jab that is 
wild and does not land. Fitz jumps in 
twice with left on the mouth and has Ruhlin 
bleeding freely again. The old man is by 
far stronger of the two, but he is still too 
weak to put in a finishing blow. Now steps 
in and swings a terrible left on Ruhlin’s 
stomach. he comes in Ruhlin meets 


him with a right jolt on the jaw that shakes 


him up. Fits keeps making the pace as 
Ruhlin staggers away, seemingly too weak 
to raise his hands. He follows Ruhlin to an 
off corner and swings a right for the jaw, 
but is blocked. Now Ruhlin begins duck- 
ing and clinching without a blow being 
struck, he is so exhausted. 


Fitz Is the Stronger. 
They are both dead tired now, mauling 
and pawing each other. Suddenly Fitz

He follows with left 
and right hooks on Ruhlin's jaw that make 
the big fellow rock, but he still has sense 
enough to clinch, and saves himself. Fitz 
rushes again; but Ruhlin blocks and clinches 
him, and at the breakaway makes a bluff at 
Fitz just as the gong rings, and he staggers 
and reels all the way across the ring to his 
corner. Fitz has only a couple of steps to 
go to his own chair. They are both dog- 
tired, but Fitz is in by far the better con- 
dition of the two.

Round 6—Fitz rushes with a left swing 
on the chest and Ruhlin clinches. Fits sends 
a left feeler for the face and follows it with 
a right swing that only reaches the shoulder. 
Fitzsimmons sends a right on the mouth 
and makes it bleed again. Ruhlin is groggy. 
Fits makes a terrific right swing that would 
end the fight right now, but Ruhlin ducks 
and clinches and saves himself. Fitzsim- 
mons keeps boring in and pounding Ruhlin 
with lefts and rights on the jaw, but the

RAID BILL-RAISING GANG 


CAPT. PORTER AND DETECTIVES 
THINK NOTED GANG IS CAUGHT. 


Axel Marx, His Wife, and Thomas Kel- | 


ly, Alias Jones, Accused of Tamper- 
ing With and Passing Greenbacks, 
Last Named Being Taken in Act— 
Prisoners Live at 365 Grahd Avenue 
in a Flat, Where Tools for Such 
Work Are Found. 


Two young men and a young woman were 
arrested yesterday by Captain Porter of the 
governgnent secret service and detectives of 
the West Chicago Avenue Police Station on 
charges of raising and passing greenbacks. 
The men are charged with raising the bills, 
the woman in some cases with passing them. 

Those arrested are: 

Kelly, Thomas, alias Jones, 865 Grand avenue; a 


printer; 18 years old. | 
Marx, Axel, a Norwegian, 365 Grand avenue, says 


his age is 19 years. : 
Mars. Winifred, aged 19 years: wife of Axel 
rx. 


The flat at 365 Grand avenue was raide¢ . 
and the outfits found there were confiscated. 
Some of the raised bills were found on one of 
the men; the other was caught in the act of 
passing a $2 note that had been raised to a 
$10. A letter in the pockets of one of the 
men gave the address where the trio oper- 
ated. | . 


Gang Known in Many Cities. 

Captain Porter asserts that the gang has 
worked in nearly every city of consequence 
in the United States. Recently, he says, they 
had been passing the illegal money in Min- 
neapolis. After leaving there they circu- 
lated the raised greenbacks in towns east 
of Minneapolis, and then came to Chicago. 
They have been here a month. The police 
say that others are connected with the gang, 
and they are trying to arrest them. 

The police believe the two men are older 
than they say they are. The woman looks 
to be only 15. 

Recently a number of complaints have 
been made to Inspector Kalas by merchants 
on the Northwest Side that raised bills had 
been passed in their places of business. In 
nearly every instance the bill was of the $10 
denomination, raised from a $2, and occa- 
sionally a $1 Bill raised to $5 was taken. 

The trio, according to Captain Porter, 


would go into stores in the neighborhood of 


where they lived, purchase a small quantity 
of goods, tender one of the raised bills as 
payment, receive the change, and disappear. 
In one or two cases people were stopped on 
the street and asked for change for one of 
the bills. The way the notes had been raised 
was exceedingly clever, and only an expert 
could tell that they had been tampered with. 


: Caught Passing a Bill. 

Detectives Norton and Kubizki were de- 
tailed on the case by Inspector Kalas. They 
had only a meager description of the men. 
About 4 p. m. they learned that one of the 
men was in the vicinity of the West Chicago 
Avenue Station purchasing something of a 
merchant and trying to dispose of one of the 
bills. They went immediately to the grocery 
of H. Swanson, 385 West Erie street, who is 
said to have been victimized before, and 
found Kelly in the act of passing a bill to the 
storekeeper. The detectives arrested Kelly. 
In his pockets were found a number of unfin- 
ished bilis. When taken to the station he 
was searched. A number of letters and pa- 
pers were found in his possession. A letter 
having the address 365 Grand avenue was 
found. It was thought that this might be 
the location of the plant, though Kelly said 
he lived in Indiana avenue. 

Meanwhile Captain Porter was notified of 
the arrest, and he and Detectives Kerburg 


and Norton went to the house at 365 Grand 


avenue. Here, in a well-furnished flat, was 


found a.complete set of instruments for. 


raising money. Marx happened to be in the 
house at the time and he was taken in cus- 
today.

Captain Porter regards the arrest of the 
gang as the best in years. He says he 
wanted them for a long time.

LYMAN'S MEMORY 19 BAD, 


FAILS TO TESTIFY TO DETAILS OF 
TROUBLE WITH O'MALLEY. 


All He Remembers Is He Was Dazed 
and Shot—All Witnesses Agree That 
the Pistol Was Responsible for the 
Fracas—Assistant State’s Attorney 
McEwen Is Disgusted and Declares 
the Testimony Is Untruthful—Judge 
Brentanos Decision Today. 


John F. O'Malley, former member of the 
Legislature, and Willlam H. Lyman, former 
Alderman and State Senator, became friends 
again before they faced each other in Judge 
Brentano's courtroom yesterday morning. 
‘The result was an abrupt ending of the trial 
of O'Malley for shooting and dangerously 
wounding Lyman last March, the case being 
turned over to the court for a decision this 
morning. 

Rumors that O'Malley and Lyman had 
“ made up were apparently confirmed by 
the attitude of the plaintiff while on the wit- 
ness stand. Assistant State's Attorney Me- 
Ewen became so disgusted with the progress 
of the case that he brought it to a hurried 
close and accused the witnesses of testifying 
to what was not true. He also declared 
that their testimony was improbable, while 
Daniel O’Donahoe, attorney for the defense, 
insisted that the shooting was accidental. 

The two men displayed no marks of friend- 
ship as they sat in the courtroom, O'Malley 
on one side, Lyman on the other, but when 
it came to giving testimony it was plain that 
some pacific balsam had been poured out. 


Lyman’s Memory Bad. 

‘When Lyman took the stand he could re- 
member that he had taken several drinks 
and was sober; that O'Malley had taken sev- 
eral more and was probably somewhat tipsy; 
that he was dazed when the bullet struck his 
leg, nothing more. 

O’Malley’s memory was better. He re- 

membered some hasty words, an attempt at 
reconciliation, and the pistol. The pistol 
was clearly at fault, and upon it plaintiff 
and defendant appeared well pleased to place 
the blame. It was only a pledge left with 
O'Malley, anyway, by a man named Burke, 
who had borrowed $5 on it. O'Malley was 
taking it from his pocket when the contrary 
thing went off and hit his good friend Lyman 
in the leg. 
There was a great showing of policemen 
and citizens who had been summoned to 
testify, and before the trial opened Lyman 
said he would fix O’Malley’s defense, and 
O'Malley smiled and said he wasn't losing 
any flesh worrying over what Lyman would 
do to him.

TEMPERATURE IN CHICAGO YESTERDAY 


Indefinite continuance of the hot weather, 
without so much as possible change in the 
wind, was the promise for today of the 
weather forecaster last night. The thunder- 
storms thought possible by the forecaster for 
last night did not materialize, and yester- 
day, instead of being cooler, was hotter than 
Thursday. The maximum temperature 
of 94° lasted for two hours, while the day 
previous the same temperature endured only 
for an hour. Today premises to be like its 
seven predecessors, the wind floating from 
the southwest like a sirocco at the rate of 
eighteen miles an hour. There is no indica- 
tion of either clouds or breezes. 

While the heat is intense, the hot spell is 
remarkable. particularly for its duration. 
There is ne record in the local weather bu- 
reau of a parallel. The previous record was 
the spell which lasted five days from July 


, 1892. 

On each of the seven days of the present 
hot spell the maximum temperature has 
been above 92°. On four of the days the 
maximum reached 94°. Between 6 a. m. 
and 4 p. m. yesterday the temperature rose 
from 75° to 94°. The maximum temperature 
remained stationary from 3:30 to 5:30, when 
it began to fall gradually until 9 p. m. it 
stood at 86°. The ferecaster thought a fall 
to 74° in the early morning probable.

To Stop Waste of Water. 

Complaints were made to H. O. Nourse, 
Superintendent of the Water department, 
that the supply and pressure of water in the 
outlying or “‘ grass-growing ’’ wards is short, 
and that it will endanger those districts in 
ease of fire if the supply and pressure is not 
increased. The following notice was sent 
out: 

Complaint having reached this office that water 
was being wasted in the vicinity of your premises, 
two inspectors were sent yesterday to the locality. 
They reported that you were among the various 
others who were wasting water unlawfully by per- 
mitting the hose to run during hours other than 
those proscribed by the ordinances. The ordi- 
nances provide that the sprinkling hose may be 
used between the hours of 5 and 7 a. m. and be- 
tween 6 and 10 o'clock p. m. The ordinance further 
provides that in the case of waste of water the 
Department of Public Works may cause to be 
shut off after giving twenty-four hours’ notice 
to stop such waste, and I take this means to in- 
from you that if the waste is not stopped at once 
the water will be shut off, not only at the sprink- 
ling plug, but from the entire premises.

PLAN PIERS ALONG LAKE, 


HOT WEATHER BRINGS OUT NEW 
SCHEME FOR RELIEF. 

Open Pavilions on Water Front Advo- 
cated as a Practical Method of At- 
fording Residents of Congested Dis- 
tricts Easy Access to Breezes—Act- 
ing Mayor Walker Orders Public 
Baths Kept Open Until 10:30 P. u. 
During the Heated Spell. 


Recreation piers along the lake front 
are being planned for the benefit of those 
who suffer most from the intense heat. They 
are being advocated by Miss Mary McDowell 
of the University of Chicago Settlement and 
Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers as the most prac- 
tical method of providing easy access to the 
lake breezes for the residents of congested 
districts. - 

The plan suggested is simply that the city 


and with the sides left off so as to allow the 
air to circulate between the floors. It is 
pointed out that with the sun thus shaded 
the pavilion would provide comfortable re- 
treat for hundreds of women and children 
at a minimum of expense. 

At present the charitable organizations are 
able to send to the country only a faction of 
the children who apply for aid. The ** recrea- 
tion pier scheme, it is claimed, would pro- 
vide an outing as beneficial as a trip to the 
country, and with several of the piers the 
capacity would be unlimited. 


Small Expense Involved. 

‘We are in great need of the piers,”’ said 
Mrs. Rogers. Our facilities for sending 
children and mothers to the country are in- 
adequate. The piers could be bullt at small 
expense, and the expense for maintaining 
them would be less than is now spent in send- 
ing a few children to the country recreation 
camps. The piers in New York have been a 
boon to the poor people during the hot 
weather. They are within easy reach, and 
the delight of bein near the water draws 
thousands to them. Chicago is singularly 
backward in taking up these schemes. If 
enough interest could be aroused in behalf 
of the pier project I am sure they would be 
bullt.“ 

Miss McDowell has had a conference with 
Superintendent Ernest Bicknell of the Bu- 
reau of Charities in reference to the pier 
scheme. Mr. Bicknell believes If three piers 
were built—two on the South Side and one 
on the North Side lake front—much of the 
distress among the poor would be relieved. 

Bureau Needs More Funds.

More Powers Accept Waldersee. 
Dispatches received here from Berlin say 
that Emperor Francis Joseph and King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel III. have telegraphed to Field 
Marshal Count von Waldersee congratulat- 
ing him on his appointment to the chief com- 
mand of the allied troops in China.

MINISTER TOLD WHAT RELIEF IS 
BEING. SENT. 


His Message from Pekin Reveals 

Tricks and Duplicity of Chinese in 

Trying to Make Legations Leave the 
Capital—Deliberate Falsehood Prac- 

ticed—Advance Will Continue With- 

out Delay—Powers in Accord as to 
Necessity of Foreign Escort. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.]— 
Minister Conger was.advised today by the 
State department of what is being done to 
relieve him and the other legationers. His 
action in refusing to leave Pekin has been 
indorsed by the administration, and he was 
warned that he was being deceived by the 
Chinese officials in their efforts to induce the 
diplomats to leave Pekin. 

After a conference had been held between 
Secretary Root and Acting Scretary Adee, at 
which the message received from Minister 
Conger was discussed, a cablegram was sent 
to the latter containing the information out- 
lined. This was done for the purpose of en- 
couraging the diplomats of Pekin to hold 
out as leng as possible and not yield to the 
pressure of the Chinese government which 
is forcing the Ministers to leave. 


Conger Kept in Dark. 


It is evident from the tenor of Mr. Conger’s 
cablegram today that he is under the im- 
pression this government is sending only a 
Small force of marines to relieve him, and 
he is apparently in ignorance of the move- 
ment of 16,000 troops on Pekin. It is easy to 
see the effect that these reassuring advices 


diplomats, as he himself has said that they 

have an abundance of courage, and the 
slightest news that will add to this store will, 

of course, act as a tonic upon the besieged, | 
and give them hope that within a com- 

paratively short time relief will be at hand. 

A member of the Cabinet said this after- 

noon that the relief column would press to- 
ward Pekin with all the haste possibile, and 
it would not halt for the reinforcements 
that will bring the international forces up to 
50,000 men. It is the impression in military | 
circles that if the column consisting of 16,000 
men only can fight its way to Pekin and 
rescue the Ministers it will be strong 
enough to return with them in safety. 

It will be remembered that this small force | 
has won three victories from the Chinese 
with small losses. One of these was won at 
Tien Tsin, the second at Peitsang, and the 
other at Yang Tsun. Military officers be- 
lieve this force will be able to reach Pekin, 
but notwithstanding the confidence they 
have in their being able to rout the Chinese 
reinforcements will follow the advance 
guard. 

Reveals Chinese Duplicity, 

The message received from Minister Con- 
ger today proves that communication be- 
tween him and his government is not subject 
to any restrictions. That dispatch, which 
is substantially the same as the one sent by 
M. Pichon, the French Minister at Pekin, to 
his government, is as follows: 

“Secretary of State, Washington: The 
Tsung-li-Yamen states to the diplomatic body 
that the various foreign governments have 
repeatedly asked, through the respective 
Chinese Ministers, that we immediately de- 
part from Pekin under suitable escort. The 
yamen asks us to fix a date for our de- 
parture, and to make the necessary e- 
ments to do so. Our reply is, that we will 
seek instructions from our govœõhments, and 
that in the absence of such instructions we 
cannot quit our posts. . 
must inform you that in order to insure 
our-safe departure foreign troops only can 
safely escort us, and they must be in suf- 
ficient force to safely guard 800 foreigners, 
including 200 women and children, as well as 
8,000 native Christians, who cannot be aban- 
doned to certain massacre. We cannot ac- 
cept a Chinese escort under any circum- 
stances. 

All my colleagues are dispatching the 
foregoing to their respective governments. 
Of the American marines seven have been 
killed and sixteen wounded, among the latter 
Captain Myers and Dr. Lippett, who are get- 
ting along well. CONGER,” 


Same Note to Other Powers. 


This message is undated, but is supposed to 
have been sent on or after the 5th of August, 
when the imperial edict removing the inhi- 
bition against the Ministers sendihg cipher 
telegrams was received by the Tsung-li- 
Yamen. It substantially accords with the 
dispatch of the French Minister, M. Pichon, 
to his government, which was made public 
in Paris yesterday and is printed in this 
paper. 

Chinese duplicity and double dealing is in- 
dicated in almost every word of Mr. Conger’s 
dispatch, It shows that the imperial gov- 
ernment is studiously deceiving the diplo- 
mats at Pekin as to the attitude of the pow- 

ers. The only conclusion that can be drawn 
from the misrepresentations of the Chinese 
is that deception is being resorted to by the 
Chinese In their efforts to get rid of the 
diplomats. This is done in the hope that if 
the. Ministers leave Pekin the international 
forces will not enter the capital. 

It will be observed that Minister Conger 
says that the Tsung-li-Yamen has repre- 

sented to the diplomatic bodies that the for- 

eign governments have repeatedly asked 
through the Chinese Ministers at the various 
capitais that the diplomats depart from 

Pekin under a suitable escort. These are not 

the facts in the case, and the only language 

that can be employed in deseribing the con- 

duct of the Chinese is that they have been 

guilty of telling an absolute falsehood. 


Ministers’ Attitude Correct. 


This government has done no such thing, 
but, on the contrary, has contended. that the 
Ministers should be allowed to remain in 
Pekin until the allied forces arrived to escort 
them to a place of safety. Moreover, the 
imperial government has been informed that

gravity. 

It is not believed the convincing proof of 
the duplicity of the Chinese government 
placed in the hands of the powers by their 
Ministers will cause the Chinese to harm 
the diplomats because of this action. In 
fact, it is theught a favorable reply will 
be received to the latest demands made 
upon the Chinese government, and that the 
Ministers will be turned over in safety to the 
imperial] forces.

and the federal census. Between the fig - 
ures of the government enumeration, given 
approximately at 1,696,000, and those of the 
school census there is a differenke of over 
810,000. Neither Supervisor Gilbert of the 
federal census nor Supervisor Griffin of the 
school census attempted to explain the 


divergence. 


It was stated, however, that the process 
by which the national census had been taken 
would tend to smaller figures, the enumer- 
ators being required to obtain the name, 
age, sex, and other facts of every resident 
counted, while the methods of the school 
census enumerators would tend to an in- 
flated return, they being required simply 
to secure the name of the head of the house 
and the number of persons residing in it. 
The school census has the backing of the 
directory estimate, which approximated 
2,010,000. 

The enormous school census results must 
find even Supervisor Griffin incredulous, for 
it is known that within four weeks he told 
some citizens that the total would not reach 
1,900,000, that there were not so many peo- 
ple here, and that he couldn't help it.’ 


Decrease of Illiteracy. 
The school census figures being the more 
flattering to the city, it is thought they will 
receive the greater approval, and the Two 


Million club is expected to resolve itself into 


the Five Million club. 
The educational figures indicate that H- 
literacy has decreased. The method of the 
census takers partly accounts for the de- 
crease. In former years it had been the 
custom of enumerators to count as illiterates 
those who could not read or write the Eng- 
lish language. For the present census only 
those who could not read or write in any 
language were counted as illiterate. There 
were 356 illiterates of school age found, 
and seven specified reasons were assigned. 
They were ill-health, mental weakness, negli- 
gence of parents, blindness, and insanity. 
The chief reason for illiteracy was found to 
be ill-health, blindness and mental weakness 
being second and third as causes. 


Nearly Half a Million Children. 

In further tabulation of the educational 
statistics it is found that there are 332 blind 
children and 388 deaf and dumb. The total 
number of children in the public schools is 
given as 255,861 and the total number of 
school children as 436,735. There were 334 
private schools tabulated, with a total en- 
rollment of 88,448 pupils. In kindergartens 
the enumerators found 8,705 pupils. In 
Roman Catholic parochial schools 26,706 
boys and 28,125 girls were found. In private 
schools other than parochial and kindergar- 
tens are 7,982 boys and 9,202 girls. 

The largest wards of the city, as shown by 
the school census, are the Thirtieth, Tenth, 
Twelfth, Thirty-fourth, and Fifteenth, in 
the order named. 

Two years ago the population of the city, 
according to the census, was 1,851,588. 
increase has been over 73,000 a year. 


MERIT COMMISSION WILL 
TAKE UP THECHARGES 
AGAINST C. U. GORDON. 


National Civil Service Body Directs Its 
Secretary to Inquire Into the Allega- 
tions That the Chicago Postmaster 
Has Violated the Rules. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 10.—[Special.}]— | 


An investigation will be made by the Civil 
Service commission into the charges that 
Postmaster Gordon has been gullty of vio- 
lating the civil service law by promoting his 
friends without examination. 

A copy of THE TRIBUNE contafning these 
charges was brought to the attention of the 
commissioners, who directed the secretary 
to inquire into the matter. The secretary 
will look into the charges, but the real in- 
vestigation will not begin until Commis- 
sioner Harlow, who is well informed on 
postal matters, returns from his vacation. 
It was said by the commissioners that no 
formal charges had reached them and if none 
of the clerks aggrieved communicates the 
grievances to the commission the charges 
referred to in THE TRIBUNE would be made 
the basis of the investigation. This will be 
begun by correspondence, and, if necessary, 
an officer of the commission will visit Chi-. 
cago to make the inquiry more searching. 

It was developed that none of the posi- 
tions such as assistant cashiers, record 
clerks, and superintendents of substations 
which have been filled are exempted from 
the civil service laws so far as the commis- 
sioners know. But there are some special 
rules applicable locally, which do exempt 
a few positions, |
